At the end of subtitle B of title XII, add the fol-

lowing new section: 

SEC. 12ll. REPORT ON PROVISION OF FUNDING AND 1

OTHER ASSISTANCE TO IRAQI POPULAR MO-2

BILIZATION FORCES. 3

(a) REPORT.—Not later than 180 days after the date 4

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense and 5

the Director of National Intelligence, in coordination with 6

the Secretary of State, shall jointly submit to the appro-7

priate congressional committees a report containing— 8

(1) an assessment of whether United States as-9

sistance has been provided to, or has benefitted, the 10

Iraqi Popular Mobilization Forces for military train-11

ing or professional military education, including 12

through assistance provided to the Ministry of De-13

fense of Iraq; 14

(2) an assessment of whether United States as-15

sistance has been provided to, or has benefitted, any 16

person who is— 17
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(A) a member of any organization des-1

ignated a foreign terrorist organization by the 2

Secretary of State under section 219 of the Im-3

migration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1189); 4

or 5

(B) a person determined by the Secretary 6

of the Treasury to be a specially designated na-7

tional. 8

(3) a description of how the government of Iraq 9

and the Federal budget of such government provide 10

direct funding to the Iraqi Popular Mobilization 11

Forces; and 12

(4) an assessment of how the relationship and 13

interactions between the Ministry of Defense of Iraq 14

and the Iraqi Popular Mobilization Forces affect the 15

Strategic Framework Agreement for a Relationship 16

of Friendship and Cooperation between the United 17

States and the Republic of Iraq, done at Baghdad 18

on November 17, 2008, and entered into force Janu-19

ary 1, 2009. 20

(b) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES 21

DEFINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘appropriate con-22

gressional committees’’ means— 23

(1) the Committee on Armed Services, the 24

Committee on Foreign Affairs, and the Permanent 25
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Select Committee on Intelligence of the House of 1

Representatives; and 2

(2) the Committee on Armed Services, the 3

Committee on Foreign Relations, and the Select 4

Committee on Intelligence of the Senate. 5

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  At the end of subtitle B of title XII, add the following new section: 
  
  12__. Report on provision of funding and other assistance to Iraqi Popular Mobilization Forces 
  (a) Report Not later than 180 days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense and the Director of National Intelligence, in coordination with the Secretary of State, shall jointly submit to the appropriate congressional committees a report containing— 
  (1) an assessment of whether United States assistance has been provided to, or has benefitted, the Iraqi Popular Mobilization Forces for military training or professional military education, including through assistance provided to the Ministry of Defense of Iraq; 
  (2) an assessment of whether United States assistance has been provided to, or has benefitted, any person who is— 
  (A) a member of any organization designated a foreign terrorist organization by the Secretary of State under section 219 of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1189); or 
  (B) a person determined by the Secretary of the Treasury to be a specially designated national. 
  (3) a description of how the government of Iraq and the Federal budget of such government provide direct funding to the Iraqi Popular Mobilization Forces; and 
  (4) an assessment of how the relationship and interactions between the Ministry of Defense of Iraq and the Iraqi Popular Mobilization Forces affect the Strategic Framework Agreement for a Relationship of Friendship and Cooperation between the United States and the Republic of Iraq, done at Baghdad on November 17, 2008, and entered into force January 1, 2009. 
  (b) Appropriate congressional committees defined In this section, the term  appropriate congressional committees means— 
  (1) the Committee on Armed Services, the Committee on Foreign Affairs, and the Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence of the House of Representatives; and 
  (2) the Committee on Armed Services, the Committee on Foreign Relations, and the Select Committee on Intelligence of the Senate.
